"W hile there are no cases of in­ 
fantile paralysis in the City of Santa 
Ana, the Board of Health of the City 
of Santa. Ana would recommend the 
following preventative measures: 
"That all children under 12 years of 
age should be kept strictly at home. 
Children of this age should not at­ 
tend picnics, Sunday school, schools, 
moving picture shows, or any public 
gathering. 
"Infantile paralysis begins 
so ab­ 
ruptly and the method of transmission 
being unknown, children should not 
be allowed to visit with other chil­ 
dren, even their nearest neighbors. 
"The general health should be con­ 
served by allowing abundance of fresh 
air and sunshine, using 
plain 
food, 
comfortable clothing and keeping the 
digestive organs In the best condition 
possible. In cases of slight colds, the 
nose and throat should be sprayed fre­ 
quently with a solution of peroxide 
of hydrogen.” 
County Physician Wehrly urges that 
children be kept at home. They should 
not bo allowed to go to places where 
there are other children, and by all 
means should not be taken to Los An­ 
geles. A majority of the cases in Los 
Angeles are in the Boyle Heights and 
Vernon 
districts. 
This 
information 
was given the county physician yester­ 
day by a Los Angeles physician. 
Every physician in the county has 
frequent calls from anxious parents. 
That there Is a wide-spread desire to 
do the things necessary to prevent the 
bringing in of the disease is indicated, 
and physicians are advising constant 
care. 
“ Keep the children at home,” is the 
constant warning given by physicians. 
This warning has interfered with a 
good many vacation plans. The ehlef 
trouble that people of this county will 
have to guard against is that many 
people In Los Angeles 
are 
taking 
their children out of Los Angeles to 
avoid the disease, and that is one rea­ 
son why crowded beaches are advised 
against by the local physicians. 
The

probably contracted at a beach city 
The Anaheim Plain Dealer says of 
a case at Anaheim:

L. Brace Shattuck died of 
paralysis at 3 o’clock Saturday after­ 
noon at his home on Boss street be­ 
tween Second and Third streets, and 
this morning at 7 o’clock 
his 
son, 
George B. Shattuck, started for Hills­ 
dale, Mich., with the remains. 
Clapt. Shattuck came to Santa Ana 
three years ago with his son when 
they purchased the tustin 
Packing 
Co. business aud 
packing-house at 
Tustin. 
Father and son became well 
known and well liked here and in 
Tustin. 
The old gentleman’s 
cour­ 
teous and kindly manner made him 
many friends 
here, 
as 
elsewhere 
wherever known. 
He was born in Cohocton, Steuben 
county, N. Y„ on July IO, 1833, and 
moved to Hillsdale, Mich., 
in 1855, 
engaging in business as a dry goods 
merchant. 
He enlisted as a private 
in April, 1861, in the first 
call 
for 
volunteers, in the 
Thirty-fifth 
New' 
York Infantry. 
He was promoted to 
first lieutenant and then to captain 
of Company F before the 
regiment 
left for Washington. 
He served in 
the Army of the Potomac with dis­ 
tinction, and was mustered 
out in 
June, 
1863, 
shattered 
In 
health, 
weighing but ninety-six pounds. 
He 
was offered a colonelcy, but owing to 
his health he could not take it. 
He returned to Hillsdale, where he 
married Miss Julia B. Reed, on Jan. 
2, 1866. 
Of the two children 
born 
to the union, Mabel died 
when 
15 
years old, and George 
B. 
survives. 
The mother died in 1904. 
Clapt. Shattuck moved 
to Chicago 
in 1870 and for thirty years he was 
connected wkh Norton Bros., manu­ 
facturers o f' tin 
cans 
and 
metal 
goods. 
He retired from business in 
1902, and moved to Pomona with his 
son in 1906, and in 1909 
to 
8anta 
Ana. 
Capt. Shattuck was known to many 
local Masons, 
He joined 
the

sons in 1856, and became a Knight 
Templar in 1857. He was a life mem­ 
ber of Eureka Commandery, Knights 
Templar, at Hillsdale, Mich. 
He was a member of 
tbe GAR., 


Yesterday John Bennett, a recluse. 
aged about 70, was found dead at ills 
cabin six miles north of Yorba. The 
man died probably six 
weeks 
ago, 
falling on the floor beside his bed,} 
either as he was undressing to go to 
bed or as he was getting up. 
Coro­ 
ner Winbigler made an examination 
of the place and of the remains, and 
is satisfied that death was

Bennett settled upon

Due to the heavy draught on the 
underground waters of the San Ber­ 
nardino Valley by the numerous pump­ 
ing plants that are at work, the water 
level has dropped 16 feet In the Lytle 
creek basin, and Is almost as low as 
it has ever been known. For the past 
two weeks, the wells owned by the 
City of San Bernardino, at the Lytle 
creek reservoir indicate that the level 
is almost stationary; that is to say, 
it seem s to have reached “bottom/’ al­ 
though whether It will hold 
at 
the 
present letel during two months more 
of heavy pumping cannot be guessed. 
The drop has made it necessary for 
the city to lower its pumps 
in 
the 
wells that are a part of the municipal 
supply there, and under the direction 
of Superintendent Brown this is now 
being done. 
Inquiry as to the water level further 
east in the artesian basin indicates 
that the level has not fallen so mark­ 
edly as in the Lytle creek basin.
